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US moves ahead on plan to 
allow phone use in planes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
re gul ators yestei'day op ene d the 
door to allowing mobile phone 
use on aii^planes - an issue that 
has stirred howls of protest over 
the potential for disruption in 
tlie skies. 

The Federal Communica¬ 
tion Commission's j-2 vote 
came after chaiiman Tom 
Wheeler said the acbon would 
merely publish rules for public 
comment, and determine the 
technical feasihdity ofm-fliglit 
phone use. 

‘Tins IS a rule about technol¬ 
ogy, this IS not a iiile about 
usage," Wheeler said ahead of 
the vote " I don't want to listen 
to the business conversations of 
tlie person sitting next to me . 
butiftepJmology eliminates in¬ 
terference and therefore elimi¬ 
nates tlie need for the in¬ 
terference protection rule, dien 
we ought to ekminate tlie nile " 

Some dQ members of Con¬ 
gress signed a letter urging die 
regulatory agenicy to allow only 
text and Internet services in 
Si gilt, witliout voice calls. 

^^iTieeler said however that 
potential problems should he 
addressed in the nilemakmg 
process, and tliat other agencies 
as well as airlines would he 


charged witli determining 
whetlier to pemnt voice calls 
dimng flight " Without thi s pro - 
posal, you would not be able to 
email or to text or surf the 
Web," Wheeler said. 

Separately, US Transporta¬ 
tion Secretaiy Anthony Foxx 
made a similai'poiin, sayuig tlie 
FCC's only role "is to examine 
tlie techiucal feasibility of the 
use of mobile devices m flight" 

Foxx said his agency's re- 
sponsthility "is to determine if 
blowing these calls is fair to 
consumers" and “will now 
begin aprocess that will look at 
the possibility of banning these 
m-flight calls." 

FCC member Jessica 
Rosenworcel voted to move 
&rwaid on the proposal but 
voiced concerns over tlie 
pro spect on in-flight calls. 

Rosenworcel said tliat even 
thougli the FCC members were 
consideiiug die matter as *tech- 
niClans," that “does not absolve 
ourselves oftlie consequences 
of our decrsiDii." 

She added that she feared an 
end to the prevailing quiet at¬ 
mosphere m aiiplane cabins 
and expressed concern "tliat our 
safety would be compromised" 
by allowing such calls

The maj onty o f the p atients 
who visit the "Wondenpoli" 
are those related to complica¬ 
tions caused by chronic dis¬ 
eases such as diabetes 
c ombm ed with b ad arculati on. 
Most of the cases Eire related 
with wounds at the leg and 
foot. In addition they treat 
hums, infections, and infection 
after an operation, decubitus or 
pressure sores, and much 
more. CuiTently, the youngest 
pEitient IS 10 months old baby 
and the oldest is someone of 9'2 
years. 

In case a patient has a leg 



wound, tlie other leg is also 
monitored to make sure tliat 
it stays healthy. Tlie wound ex¬ 
perts also put much emphasis 
0 n the prev enti on o f wounds, 
pai1i cul ally in case s a f p ati ents 
with diabetes or persons who 
are not movable (enough), in 
the last case all those taking 
care of tlie patient must help 
take care of tlie wound. 

In 2D 12 hie "Wondenpoli" 
treated between 5S0 and 9DO 
patients per month, a total of 
9747 patients during the entire 
year'.

Originally tested in Rot¬ 
ter dam, the new teclmology 
they are developing addresses 
an issue that has been relatively 
ignored until now: 'waterside 
safety of commercial ports 

Standards of security for the 
land side portion of ports had 
been set by the U.W. years ago. 
Responsible nations wisliing to 
guarantee the safety and insure 
their healiliy trafi&c of commer¬ 
cial and recreational vessels, 
quickly did their utmost to 
comply including Aruba. 

Mr Chai'ijs pointed out, 
however, tliat measures against 
Uireats on and under tlie water 
are virtually ignored at tins 
point “Rather than being pro¬ 
active, tliere is too often the 
mindset of only being promp¬ 
ted to acton after an incident," 
he explained "I applaud the 


management of APA in tlieir 
foresight m testing our new 
method of Passive Sonar, with 
the intent of instalhng tlie sys¬ 
tem as soon as it is ftilly per¬ 
fected." 

Echo Sonar IS a system of 
bouncing sound to identify ob¬ 
jects, which exists naturally m 
dolphins and bats. It was imi¬ 
tated long ago by shipping to 
identify and trace obj ects in tlie 
water. To use it on a constant 
basis for security however, 
would disturb the sun'ounding 
marine environment. Tlie sys¬ 
tem of Passive Sonar being 
tested deploys exti'emely sen¬ 
sitive undeiwater microphones 
to detect tlie slighted echo sig¬ 
nature, without broadcasting a 
disruptive ping, as does Echo 
Sonar. 

Vai'ying underwater environ¬ 
ments have different signatures. 
The sort of sounds found in a 
port in Rotterdam will be quite

different than tliat of tlie tropical 
environment of Aiuba. Tins 
week's testing will be to detect 
and identifying tlie pal'llcular 
sound signatures witlun tlie 
Oranjestad Haihor. This profile 
can eventually he used as a tem¬ 
plate for other tropical ports 
witli similar manne environ¬ 
ments, as well as cruise and 
container slnp ti'affic, which wiU 
read differently in tlie warmer 
waters of higher sainuty than 
they would in Northwest Euro¬ 
pean waters. SO BEK, a com- 
p any sp ecialmng in water 
solutions, fi'om controlling 
flooding to port waterside secu¬ 
rity IS conducting die tests and 
partnering witli TNO in tlie de¬ 
velopment of tile te-chnology. 


Passive Sonar Security 
would be operaittve 24/7 The 
monitoring of the system is 
easily done firom a smartphone 
or tablet, and does not require 
an operative sitting in firont of 
a computer t ank at all hours. It 
would immediately signal the 
incursion of suspect divers or 
small boats 

During these tests, Castro 
Peres of the Aruba Reef Cai'e 
Project and Maiine Park will 
be collecting data valuable to 
manne biologists His organi¬ 
zation fully endorses tins pro¬ 
gram, and will glean infor- 
mafion allowing ttiem to asses 
the presence and distribution of 
manne species in the nearby 
reef areas. Mr. Perez expressed

Angela Holguin said slie 
would express her displeasure 
over the remarks in a phone 
call Thursday with US Assis¬ 
tant Secretary of State for 
Hemispheric Affairs Roberta 
Jacobson. 

"They should know that 
ambassadors of any countiy do 
not opine on internal affairs/ 
Holguin said in an interview 
on W Radio. 

Petro was dismissed as 
mayor on Monday and banned 
from holding public office for 
15 yeai's on orders of Colom¬ 
bia's inspector general, who is 
empowered to oversee the 


func¬ 
tioning of public institutions. 

The inspector general had 
charged that Petro violated 
constitutiDnal pnnciples by 
ending garbage collectiiig con¬ 
cessions to private frrms^ put¬ 
ting a city agency in charge. 

In an interview Thursday 
witli AFP, Petro appealed to 
President Juan Manuel Santos 
to block tlie action, warning it 
could sabotage peace talks un¬ 
derway in Havana with leftist 
FARC guernJlas.

School massacre remembered 
with Washington vigil 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hun¬ 
dreds showed at Washington's 
National Cathedral yesterday 
to mark tlie first anmversaty of 
the Newtown school massacre 
and demand tough gun legisla¬ 
tion in tlie United States. 

Pop icon Carole King per¬ 
formed at the late-afternoon 
vigii, which organizers hope 
will pull the media spotlight 
away from the New England 
town where 30 first-graders 
and SIX educators died. 

Several Newtown residents, 
including relatives of the dead, 
were at tlie vigil spearheaded 
by the Newtown Foundation, a 
non-profit group that calls for 
tougher gun laws 

“As Cliristians, we fallow 
one who died at the hands of 


human violence," said the 
Episcopal cathedral's dean 
Gaiy Hall, noting that more 
than 30,0QQ have died tins 
year in fireaim-ielated inci¬ 
dents 

"We call our elected lead¬ 
ers to find the moral courage 
and the political will to lead 
us all into a new, safer era in 
Amencan history, said Hall, 
whose remarks were released 
piior to the event. 

"Make us instruments of 
your peace, and strengthen 
Diu' he aits and hands and 
minds -- not only to care for 
tlie victims and survivors of 
gun violence, but also to bring 
about the change that will end 
tlie violence caused by guns in 
the hands of the cnminal, the 
sick, and the icruel.“ 

Twenty-year-old Adam 
Lanza used an military-style 
s emi - automati c ri fl e dunng his 
shooting spree in the class¬ 
rooms and hallways of Sandy

B ARCELONA (AFF^ - Spanish 
Pimie Minister Mariana Pt.ajay 
vowed yesterday to block an at¬ 
tempt by Catalan leaders to hold 
an independence referendum on 
Novembei’ 9, 2014. 

A few hours after Catalan 
political chief Artur Mas un¬ 
veiled the date and wording of 
the poll, tlie Spanish leader re¬ 
fused even to countenance a 
break-up of die nation.

Mas' governing alliance and 
otlier nationalist parties in the 
region had agreed to put two 
quesbous to voters next year; 

- "Do you dunk that Catalo¬ 
nia should be a State, yes or 


no?" 

- "If yes, do you want that 
State to be independent, yes or 
no?" 

Mas said a majority of par¬ 
ties m Cataloma^ but not all, 
backed tlie referendum. 

"Tliere will be time for the 
Spanish state to negotiate with 
the Catalan institutions over 
how to hold tins consultation in 
accordance witli existing legal 
noons," Mas said. 

Proud of tlieir distinct lan¬

French care worker charged over 
pensioner poisonings 


CHAMBERY (AFP) - A 
French care worker was 
chai'ged Thursday with the 
fatal poisoning of six pension¬ 
ers in a case that has chilling 
echoes of British medical se¬ 
rial killer Harold Slnpman. 

Tie 30-year-old woman has 
also been chai'ged with at- 
teniptmg to pDison three other 
elderly residents oftlie Cesalet 
retirement home on the out¬ 
skirts of Chambeiy in the 
French Alps. 

Chambeiy'3 deputy prosecu¬ 
tor, Diedind Baudoiix said all 
mne residents had been given 
a "cocktail of psychotropic 
drugs" without any medical 
justification and with tlie result 
diat stx of them died. 

Baudoin said the victims, all 
in their SOs, had been suffeiiiig 
from "frailties linked to their 
age" hut were otherwise in 
good health, and not neanng 
the end o f tlreir lives. 

The suspect, who had only 
worked m the home since the 
summer of 30H, has told po¬ 
lice that she wanted to "relieve 
the suffering" of the victims 
and did not intend to kill (hem, 
a police source told AFP All 
the deaths occurred since the 


beginning of October. 

The care worker was ar¬ 
rested on Tuesday, initially 
only in connection with the 
deaili of an S4-year-old woman 
who fell into a coma on No¬ 
vember 37 for no apparent rea¬ 
son and died two days later in 
tlie Chambery Hospital Centre. 

The centre said the rettre- 
menl home's doctor had re¬ 
ported a resident falltiig into a 
coma for which the cause 
could not be established fol¬ 
lowing her transfer to the 
emergency unit. 

Tie charged woman's al¬ 
leged method of killing the pa¬ 
tients resembled the modus 
operand! of Shipman, who was 
convicted in 3 QQ Q of murder¬ 
ing 15 of his patients and is be¬ 


ll eve d to hav e kiUe d mo re than 
3Q0 others whilst working as a 
general practitioner near Man¬ 
chester in the north of Eng¬ 
land. 

Most of Shipman's victims 
were killed as a result of lethal 
injections of the powerful 
painkiller diamoiplune, al- 
tliough not all of them were 
elderly and frail Ins youngest 
was only 41. Sentenced to life 
in prison, Shipman committed 
suicide by hanging in prison in 
2004. 

According to Baudom, the 
woman charged on Thursday 
had recently lost her own 
mother after spending a lot of 
time nursing her through the 
hnai stages of her life.

Drug halves breast-cancer risk 
for vulnerable women 


US issues rules for 
removing antibiotics 
from farms 


PAPJE (AFP) - Post- 
jnenopausal woiuen witli a 
faiYuly In story of breast cancer 
more than halved the risk of 
developing the disease by tak¬ 
ing Btti anh-hormone dmg 
called anastrozole, reseaichers 
reported in The Lancet. 

Doctors at Queen Mary Uni¬ 
versity in London found a re¬ 
duction in risk of 53 percent 
among volunteers who took 
the drug for hve yeais, com¬ 
pared tfl counterparts who took 
a harmless look alike called a 
placebo. 

Anastrozole is not only 
more effective than the two 
standard drugs for preventing 
breast-cancer, tarnosifen and 
raloxifene, it also has fewer 
side effects, they added 

The study enrolled 3,Si34 
post-menopausal women con¬ 
sidered to have a higli inher¬ 
ited risk of breast cancer

They were deemed to be in 
tins category if they had had 
two or more blood relatives 
iMth bre ast c an cei; had a 
mother or sister who devel¬ 
oped breast cancer before the 
age of 50 or had a mother or 
sister who had cancer in both 
breasts. 

At tlie followup-point, five 
years after enrolment, 40 
women in the anastrozole 
group had developed breast 
cancer compared to S5 women 
in the placebo group. 

"Tlus research is an exciting 
development in breast cancer 
prevention We now know 
anastrozole should be the diug 
of choice when it comes to re¬ 
ducing the risk of breast cancer 
in post-menopausal women 
with a family Instory or otlier 
risk factors for the disease/ 
said Jack Cuzick, head of the 
university's Centre for Cancer 
Prevention. 

Side effects were rare, 
mostly comprising small in¬ 
creases in muscle aches and 
pains, sndhot flashes, accord¬ 
ing to Cuzick. 

Anastrozole, marketed 


under the brand name Arim- 
idex, works by preventing the 
body from making the hor¬ 
mone oestrogen, a source for 
many breast cancers. 

It bas been used for more 
tbaii ID years to treat post¬ 
menopausal women diagnosed 
with so-called oestrogen re- 
c ep to r p 0 sih ve b re ast canc er. 

In a press release, Uie British 
charity Cancer Research UK, 
winch helped, fund the re- 
searcli, said the study was a 
"landmark " 

Hie next step was to deter¬ 
mine winch women benefited 
most from die drug, and which 
were likely to have the least 
side effects from taking it for a 
prolonged period, it said. 

Cuzick added that the re¬ 
searchers intended to follow 
die volunteers for "at least 10 
yeai's, and hope frilly much 
longer, " to see whedier the pre¬ 
ventative effect was sustained, 
and to monitor for any change 
in side-effects. 

Tlie study was simultane¬ 
ously presented on Thursday at 
a conference on breast cancer 
in SanAntomo, Texas. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - In 
response to concerns about die 
rise in drug-resistant super¬ 
bugs worldwide, US regulators 
Wednesday issued voluntary 
guidelines to help cut back on 
antibiotics routinely fed to 
farm animals. 

Tlie plan described by die 
FoodandDrug Admmi strati on 
is not mandatory, and applies 
only to certain pharmaceuti¬ 
cals tliat are given to healthy 
livestock in a hid to grow big¬ 
ger animals and boost food 
production 

"We need to be selective 
about the diugs we use m ani¬ 
mals and when we use them," 
said William Flynn, deputy di¬ 
rector for science policy at the 
FDA's Center for Vetennaiy 
Medicine. 

"Antimicrobial resistance 
may not be completely pre¬ 
ventable, but we need to do 
what we can to dow it down." 

The FDA gLudelmes set out 
a dll'ee-year timeframe for 
phasing out the use of antibi¬ 
otics that are important in 
human medicine for growth 
uses in farm animals. 

Companies that make ani¬ 
mal feed containing antibiotics 
would be restneted to market¬ 
ing them Didy for sick animals. 


Tire medicines would also 
have to he admimstered orpre- 
senbed by a veterinarian with 
a view to preventing or con- 
ti’olling disease. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion says inappropnate use of 
antimicrobial medicines in 
fann animals is one the factors 
miderlying die spread of drug- 
resistant infections in people,, 
including tuberculosis, malaiia 
and gonoiThea. 

Other factors include peo¬ 
ple's failure to complete the 
full doses of antibiotics when 
sick and the lack of a coordi¬ 
nated global response to dan¬ 
gerous illnesses. 

Consumer advocates say SD 
percent of antibiotics sold in 
die United States are destined 
for use in livestock, so leaving 
die responsibility in the hands 
of business is a mistake. 

Louise Slaughter, the only 
miicrohiologistin Congress, de¬ 
scribed die FDA's voluntaiy 
guidance as “an inadequate re¬ 
sponse to the oveiuse of antibi¬ 
otics on the farm with no 
mechanism for enforcement 
and no metric for success" 

Industry representatives, in¬ 
cluding die Animal Health In¬ 
stitute, said diey would comply 
with the FDA plan.

Afghan opium cultivation 
hits record high in 2013; UN 



KABUL (AFP) - Opium 
poppy cultivatiDii in 
AfgliEHiistaii reached a record 
lugh ill 2013 as fanners seek to 
"insure" tliemselves before 
NATO forces witlidraw next 
yeai; tlie United Nations said 
Wednesday. 

Hie ai'ea planted witil poppy 
rose by 36 percentm 2013, the 
UN Of&ce on Drugs and 
Crime (UNODC) said in its 
annual report on Afghanistan, 
wlule pro duodon of opium, tlie 
mam ingredient m heroin, 
jumped almost 50 percent 
compared with last year 

Hiere are feai s tliat tlie de- 
p allure of most of the US-led 
NATO troops, who currently 
numher around 75,000^ by the 
end of 2014 will throw the 
war-torn nation into chaos. 

" Fanners may have driven up 
cultivation. . tr^g to sliore up 
their assets as insurance against 
an uncertaiii hiture, which, coold 
ensue from tlie withdrawal of 
international troops next year;' 
die UNODC said. 

More dian a decade of West¬ 
ern-backed efforts to eradicate 
Qpimii production have had bni- 
ited success and fanners in two 
previously "poppy-free' 
provinces in the noifh began 
growing the crop in 2013. 

Afghan offiaals blamed inse¬ 
curity as tlie mam fector belund 
the surge, winch has continued 
for a third sti'aight yeai'. 

Helniand in tlie soutli is one 
0 f th e m 0 St tr oubl ed regi 0 ns in 


Afghanistan whei'e the Taliban 
are most active. 

R-aslndi, recently appointed 
acting Aifghan counter-nai'- 
cotics mimster by President 
Hamid Karzai to tlie post, said 
he was determined to h^it 
opium cultivation including 
the "use of force to prevent 
cultivation". 

Hie report said that in 2013 
the ai'ea under opium poppy 
cultivation rose to 209,000 
hectares (516,230 acres) from 
the previous yeai''s total of 
154,000 - higher than die pre¬ 
vious peak of 193,000 
hectares in 2007. 

Opium production reached 
5,500 tons, up by almost half 
from 2012 but lower than the 
2007higii of 7,400 tomes as 
bad weather in southern 


Afghamstan affected crops. 

Hie faim-gate value of 
opium production -- aroimd 
$950 million, or the equivalent 
of four per cent of national 
GDP in 2013 -- increased by 
almost a durd. 

Together with profits made 
by drug traffickers, the total 
value of the opium economy 
within Afglianistan was sigiuf- 
icandy higlier, the report said. 

It suggested die illicit econ¬ 
omy would grow further whil e 
a slowdown of the legal econ¬ 
omy was predicted in 2014. 

Despite the presence of lens 
of diousands of foreign troops 
since a US-led invasion ousted 
the Taliban in 2001, 
Afghani Stan pro duces about 9I] 
percent of the world's opium. 
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Apple wins 
court battle 
aga inst 
Samsung 

SEOUL (AFF) - Soutli Korea's 
SaniKimg on Tliiiriiday lost its 
latest daim in a long-miming 
global copynglit battle agsansl 
bitter rival Apple, a surpnse 
blow to tlie electronics giant in 
its home market 

A pcourt rejected Samsung's 
dams that some Apple products 
had in&mged on thi’ee of its 
patents covermg messaging 
technology for mobile devices. 

It's the first time a Sooth Ko¬ 
rean couithas luled c^ainst San- 
sung m its battle witli Apple. 

Hie ruling dealt a blow to 
Samsung's efforts to build its 
case over patents coveiing the 
designs and functions o£ 
smaitphones. 

Samsung had launched the 
lawsuit in a bid to stop tlie sale 
of some of Apple's ifhone and 
iPad models m South Korea. 
But the court rejected all of 
Samsung's cl aims against 
Apple, including a request to 
pay US$95,092 in damages. 

The court noted that two of 
three patents in dispute ai'e in¬ 
valid because they can be eas¬ 
ily developed using existing 
technologies. 


Yahoo Mail 
trouble hits 
fourth day 

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
An outage at Yahoo Mail tut its 
fouilh day on Thursday, 
prompting thousands of fiiri- 
ous users to ratchet up their 
criticism on social media 

Many people said they 
couldn't retrieve emails from 
tlieir inboxes or complained 
that emails were not being de¬ 
livered. 

"We are continuing to work 
on resolving this and ask tliat 
you stay tuned for fiirther up¬ 
dates," Yahoo said in a mes¬ 
sage fired off on Twitter 

Hie Califonita-based finn 
on Wednesday apologised and 
promised a fix by the end of 
that day, but problems have 
persisted. 

Yahoo would not disclose 
the number of email accounts 
knocked out of service since 
late Monday night California 
time It IS estimated there are 
about 2SO million Yalioo Mail 
users. 

"We ai'e veiy sorry for re¬ 
cent difficulties with Yahoo 
Mail," the company's senior 
vice president of communica¬ 
tion products Jeffi'ey Bonforte 
said m a short message posted 
on Tumhlr. 

He blamed the outage on a 
"hai'dware problem" at one of 
Yalioo's data centers. 

Some functionality was re¬ 
turning to tlie free Web-based 
email service as Yalioo scram¬ 
bled to get it back m full oper¬ 
ation. 

Yahoo Mail users turned to 
Twitter and online chat forums 
to unleash fin strati on at being 
■cut off from email and threat¬ 
ening to switch to a fi'ee serv¬ 
ice offered by Google. 

Among complaints was a 
woman who complained hav¬ 
ing emailed invitatiDns to a 
holiday pai'ty and not knowing 
what to expect because replies 
aren't being delivered. 

Hie Yahoo Mail disruption 
mai’ks a stumble for chief ex¬ 
ecutive Martssa Mayer, who 
has made focusing on people's 
"daily habits* such as email 
part of her plan to revive tlie 
faded Internet pioneer.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists have long believed iliat 
DNA tells the cells how to 
make proteins. But the discov¬ 
ery of a new, second DNA 
code Thursday suggests the 
body speaks two different lan¬ 
guages. 

Hie findings in the journal 
Science may have big implica¬ 
tions for how medical experts 
use hie genomes of patients to 
interpret and diagnose dis¬ 
eases, researchers said. 

The newfound genetic code 
within deoxyribonu'cleic acid, 
the hereditary matenal that ex¬ 
ists m nearly every cell ofUie 
body, was wiitten nght on top 
of tlie DNA code scientists had 
already cracked. 

Rather than concerning it¬ 
self with proteins, this one in¬ 
structs die cells on how genes 
are controlled. 

Its discovery means DNA 
changes, or mutations that 
come with age or in response 
to viruses, may be doing more 
than what scientists previously 
thought, he said. 

“For over 40 years we have 
assumed tliat DNA changes af¬ 
fecting tlie genetic code solely 
impact how proteins are 
made," said lead author Jolm 
Stainatoyannopoulos. Univer¬ 
sity of Washington associate 
professor of genome sciences 


and ofmetbcine. 

“Now we know that tins 
basic assumption about read¬ 
ing the human genome missed 
half of tlie picture," he said. 

“Many DNA changes tliat 
appeal' to alter protein se¬ 
quences may actually cause 
disease by disrupting gene 
control programs or even b otli 
mechanisms simultaneously." 

Scientists already knew that 
the genetic code uses a d4-let¬ 
ter alphabet called codons. 

But now reseaT'chers have 
figured out that some of these 
codons have two meanings. 

Corned duons, these new el¬ 
ements of DNA language have 
one meaning related to protein 
sequence and another that is 
related to gene control. 

The latter instructions “ap¬ 
pear to stabilize certain benefi¬ 
cial featiu'es of proteins and how 
they are made," die study sead. 

The discovery was made as 
part of die mtemational collab- 
orafion of research gi'oups 
known as the Eii'cyclopedia of 
DNA Elements Project, or 
ENCODE. 

It IS funded by tlie US Na¬ 
tional Human Genome Re¬ 
search Institute with die goal 
of finding out where and how 
the directions for biological 
functions ai'e stored m tlie 
human genome

NEW YORK (AFP) - Bank of 
Anenca agreed to pay $131.3 
million for Merrill Lynch mis¬ 
leading investors about mort¬ 
gage-linked securities in 200d 
and 2007, the federal regula¬ 
tors announced yesterday. 

The charges announced by 
the Seciunties and Exchange 
Commission applied to Meriill 
Lyncli, h efore it was acquired 
by Bank of America in 2009. 

According to the SEC, 
Memll Lynch did not disclose 
to investors that a hedge ftuid 
Magnetar Capital LLC, had 
sigmftcant input in the selec¬ 
tion of collateral for a pair of 
complex security vehicles 
Memll structured and mai'- 
keted to investors 

The SEC also 'Charged Mer¬ 
rill with keeping inaccurate 
records about its participation 
m a third investment vein cle. 

Mernil's omission was sig¬ 
nificant because Magnetai''s in¬ 
terests were "not necessarily 
aligned" with other investors 
because Magnetai' wasbettng 
the value of the investments, 
known as collateralized debt 
obligations, would fall, the 
SEC said in a statement. 

“MerriU Lynch marketed 
complex CDO investments 
using misleading matenalsthat 
portrayed an independent 
process for collateral selection 
that was in the best interests of 
long-term debt investors," said 


George Canellos, co-director 
of tlie SECs Division of En¬ 
forcement. 

"Investors did not have tlie 
benefit of knowing that a 
prominent hedge fund firm 
with its own interests was 
heavily involved helund tlie 
scenes in selecting tlie under¬ 
lying portfolios.* 

In one case, Merrill, Mag- 
uetar and investment advisor 
Harding Advisory selected tlie 
collateral for the ‘“□ctans 1" 
CDO, but a Memll disclosure 
mentioned the selection was 
made only by Merrill and 
Harding, the SEC said. 

In another CDO dubbed 
“Norma," MemU disclosures 
said the selections would be 
made by investment adviser 
NIP^. Capital M anagem ent 
when in fact one-tlurd of the 
assets were acquired by Mag¬ 
netar, the SEC sad. 

Merrill also violatedbooks- 
and-records requirements for

MADRID (AFP) - Lionel Messi will be going nowhere as long as Sandro Resell is In 
charge at Barcelona, the Catalans' president said Thursday. Four-time Ballon D'Or win¬ 
ner Messi is currently injured and out of action until January. He is under contract until 
2018, which will take him almost up to his 31 st birthday. According to media claims in 
Spam, Messi has a 250 million euro ($344m| buy-out clause, although teams that could 
afford tf^at are few and far between. The rumours about a possible renegotiation seem 
to stem from a question of salaries. Cristiano Ronaldo signed a new contract at Real 
Madrid in September allegedly making him the highest paid player in Spain, according 
to Sports newspaper Marca, on 17 million euros a season, with Messi supposedly being 
paid only 18 million euros, according to Fortes magazine.
